WE  English  people  dearly  love  an  institution,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  we  are  popularly  supposed  to  be  an  inartistic  nation,  which  is,  by 
the  way,  one  of  many  popular  absurdities,  we  hail  the  opening  of  our  great 
pictorial  institution,  the  Royal  Academy  Exhibition  at  Burlington  House, 
with  no  small  enthusiasm.  The  R.A.  is  our  annual  Feast  of  Pictures  and  we  flock 
there  in  our  thousands  in  the  high  days  of  the  London  Season  full  certain  that  we 
shall  come  away  with  a  good  general  idea  of  what  is  going  on  in  the  Art  world  of 
Britain.  And  we  are  never  disappointed.  Of  course  no  one  loolcs  upon  the  R.A.  as 
representative  of  the  whole  of  British  Art  ;  Burlington  House  stands  for  the  average. 
It  aims,  in  our  time  at  least,  at  the  happy  medium.  And,  although  the  extremists 
among  painters  are  not  encouraged,  the  Royal  Academy  of  to-day  does  not  by  any 
means  turn  its  back  upon  the  newer  and  more  adventurous  spirits. 

The  raising  of  the  average  modern  tendency  of  the  pictures,  which  has  been  so 
conspicuous  a  feature  of  the  R.A.  Exhibitions  for  the  past  few  years,  is  still  maintained ; 
and  the  present  show  is  well  up  to  the  new  standard.  Not  so  much,  however,  in  the 
presence  of  a 
tew  canvases 
which  are  ob- 
viously more  or 
less  indepen- 
dent of  the 
classical  and 
academic  tradi- 
tions, but,  what 
is  far  better,  in 
the  general  tone 
of  the  whole 
Exhibition.
